HISTORICAL ANDOVER. 


No, 12. 
“ NICHOLAS HOLT’s CHILDREN 


The early history of Andover settlers 
is full of the long pull for land and 
cash. Self-help, rather than missionary 
schemes and village improvement, oc- 
cupied their minds. They had to build 
roads and had not forgotten their old 
Roman arts. As I read over my notes 
and gather what these busy Holts ac- 
complished, I wonder if we would have 
been slightly fat and slow like our 
**moss-back”’ neighbors over the line, 
if we had been content to stay under 
English rule. The war for Indepen- 
dence and the one we fought for Unity 
has taken the English love for a dollar 
pretty well out of us. What would 
Nicholas think of our borrowing, here 
in 1896, to pay the losses of our spend- 
thrifts, (bow the old yeomen hated the 
unthrifty)and, at the same time, sub- 
scribing from the hoard in the full 
pocket, for the work of getting the 


now fora woman Putnam to accom- 
plish. 

Nicholas, in his old age, turned his 
attention to making ladles and other 
wooden ware at the old site, probably 
on Ladle Brook, which he leaves to his 
son Henry, deeding the land in 1681, 
and in 1686, a year after his father's 
death, Henry builds a new mill on 
Ladle Brook. He marries Sara Bal. 
lard, daughter of William, of the Bal- 
lard Vale district, who somehow seems 
to bea father of mills. Henry spends 
his 75 years in providing for the most 
enormous of the Holt families. He had 
five daughters and nine sons, only one 
dying young. Most of the descend- 
ants through Oliver, William, James, 
Josiah and Humphrey stay here, those 
through Henry, Paul, and George, emi- 
grating in the third generation. 

Elizabeth married Benjamin Harn 
den, probably on the Wilmington line; 
Sara, a Joho Cram (the only Cram I 
ever knew kept a shoe store in Law- 
rence 1n its beginning, and the primary 
school was in the hall above, while the 
new schoolhouse was made ready.) 
Dina married David Pierce of Woburn, 
Ketura taking cousin Joshua, son of 
Uncle Nicholas, and going off to Wind 
ham after her brothers. Zerviah, one 
of my own three highly prized Holt 
grandmothers(extra g's must he left 
behind) married Jonathan Abbott of 
*Ben, George Senior’s line. They built 


Stephen David Abbott, who are the 
sixth in succession on the place. The 
old white rose bush the Abbott bush”’ 
still blooms under the parlor windows. 
Zerviah lost her Jeremia in the French 
War; several children went to Pem- 
broke, N. H.; she was the grandmoth- 
er of the famous “kicker” Jonathan 
who kept the church alive so many 
years; a granddaughter, who married 
Abiel Holt, broxe the Abbott record, 
dying at 103, only two others, her Un- 
cle Reuben of Concord and his father’s 
cousin Priscilla, attaining 100. The 
Holt average, especially the grand- 
mothers, is above the usual one, even 
in long lived Andover stack. There 
seems to be very few spinsters in any of 
the Holt lines, and they lived to be 
very old as a rule. Tabitha in Henry, 
Ben, Joseph's family, Sunset Rock 
Farm, born 1785, was living in 1860. 
In fact, most of the maidens seem to 
come in the family that returned from 
Albany, Me., to the old place, now 
pulled down, but formerly in Sunset 
Rock pastures. 

Joseph’s wife was Lydia Jones, and 
as Ebenezer Jones had swapped lands 
with the Holts, when they emigrated, 
the family may have been drawn back 
by their kin. Here Joseph of the Bible 
House, N. Y., wasa boy. Mary Kim- 
bail Holt, the mother of five Jones 
daughters, has one granddaughter now 

iding with her father, Deacon Heze- 
kia Jones, near the old home. Eliza, 
we all recall as the wife of Ebenezer 
Easton, this childless couple residing 
for many years in the house lately held 
by Frederick Ray on ‘School Street. 
Henry Hott married two Blunt sisters, 
and now Lucy Blunt, granddaughter of 
Joseph Holt, married back into the old 
Abbott line again; and 1 doubt if there 
is a family of children in Andover that 
owns more Holt ancestors than those of 
the young James and Lucy Abbott, liv- 
ing near the old Holt’s woods and 
Holt’s bridge, as it was once called. 
I am looking for the Albert A. Jen- 
kins who married Elinor M. Holt. The 
late Mrs. Corse, whoee family is now 
all with her, was of this line through 
Ruth, the wife of Abner Abbott. 

Many will recall Mrs. David Holt, 
who made a home in her old age for 
our fellow townsman T. A. Holt, a son 
of one of the emigrant Holts in anoth- 
er line. This bereaved woman needed 
no betier staff in her old age. We 
gained by the return of this branch of 
Henry’s family. Albany, Me., settled 
by an army of Holts got one of the 
typical workers of the line, aman, who 
at 73, after surveying the whole state 
of Maine, and buying and selling and

found he was tired out” and settled: 
down as an 8. 8. Superintendent. He 
married one of our remarkable women. 
Hanna, daughter of Capt. Ben, Far- 
num, such as the Farnum line has al- 
ways furnished for pioneers. The 
Maine woods proved too much for her 
at 45, and she left the ten children for 
the eldest daughter to care for. They 
all turned out ministers and doctors 
and captains. By the way, it ‘ws the 
Holt oxen of Uriah's father Jacob that 
went to Bunker Hill to make defences. 
This Revolutionary hero had married 
Rhoda Abbott, and in 1798, young Uriah, 
Stephen and Rhoda went up to Albany, 
Me., and cleared the land, building the 
log house, and in his 60th year, old 
Jacob, his wife Rhoda and ‘the «ther 
three children make the 200 mile trip 
over a trying road with an ox sled, 
canvas covered, carryng tlie furniture 
and the family, in 15 days. These 
husthng Holts were bound to be edu- 
cated, and Uriah came back to Phillips 
Academy after he was a man, studied 
navigation and came near being u sea 
captain. Uriah’s brother Ephraim went 
to Greenfield, N. H., raised rye and 
brought the oars he made down to 
Marblehead in the winter. 

Our Otis Chickering and his cousin 
George of Methuen, late of Andover, 
are grandsons of Jacob’s daughter 
Mary Osgood Holt, who came back to 
marry Zecharia Chickering. From the 
Sunset Rock Farm went Lydia Holt to 
marry Moses Wheeler Holt, her third 
cousin. They get back from up Lon- 
donderry way, with Hanna bern in 
Tewksbury, who draws our friend 
Daniel Cummings along from Man- 
chester, and down they settle, these 
birds of passage, on the lovely rock op- 
posite Joseph Holt’s estate (now occu- 
pied by Charles Blunt.) Mr. Cum- 
ming's place and the old house adjoin- 
ing is the most picturesque of all the 
old estates. His daughter Luella has 
flitted 10 Florida, a journey much easier 
than the one her ancestors took for 
Albany in the years back. 

I must tell of Moses Holt’s Uncle 
Amos up at Holden, who with two 
wives raised 22 children, one of whom, 
cousin Aaron Porter Holt, after a sec- 
ond marriage, had the pluck to graduate 
ata medical school. He practised: med- 
icine here in 1840 and in Lowell. This 
winds up the story of the childrea of 
Henry who went north, and it is only 
asample of what there is to tell if 
there were time. When I am bothered 
to get my conundrums ready on time, I 
shall fall back upon Holts.

THE ONE THING NEGLECTED IN ED- 
UCATING YOUNG WOMEN. 


Herbert Spencer Correct Suying —Our 
Girls Bhould Be Fitted to Fill Places Ie 
an Intelligent d Leare 
the Care of Children. 


This is a great age for education, and 
women, generally speaking, are gutting 
the most and the best of it. Time was 
when the sisters knit and wovo or did tail - 
oring at home in order that the boys of a 
family might obtain the much desired col- 

education. Nowadays it is more fre- 
quently the brother who goes out into the 
world to do battle for the support of a 
family, while the sister is sent to school 
and even passes the portals of our univer- 
sities. The new woman is not onl, invad- 
ing almost every vocation formerly filled 
by men, but she is receiving excellent and 
thorough special education along all these 
lines. She is learning accomplishments, 
and sho is learning lessons of usefulness. 
The homeliest of drudgery, according to 
the old standards of measurements, is be- 
ing dignified to the rank of a science. 
Nothing little or great 1s neglected in 
the education of the woman of today, with 
the single exception of that branch of 
learning which is most important to her, 
the education which would prepare her to 
meet the most important charge that can 
ever come toa woman and that is very 
sure tocome toa large percentage of the 
sex. 


She receives no education whatever to 
her to meet the noble responsibili- 
ties of maternity. 

Herbert has somewhere said 
that a future historian, conning the text- 
books of this age, will affirm that they 
must have been prepared for the 
and that the 
entire system of textbooks designed for the 
use of the average man and woman, who 
were expected to become the parents of the 
race, had been in some mysterious way 
lost to . This, he pointed out, 
would be the logical and inevitable con- 
clusion of any disinterested and intelligent 
observer who should examine these books 
and note the entire absence. of any infor- 
mation or instruction bearing upon this 
all important question, and especially the 
lack of any treatise upon the philosophical 
and scientific development of the infantile 
mind.

The time is coming when the mothers of 
the land will have a hand in framing the 
curriculum of study, and when this day 
dawns we shall see a decided change in 
more than one direction, and the study of 
the child, from its infancy to the period 
when it begins to sever itself from home 
restraints and assume an independent char- 
acter will be rigidly insisted upon. But 
aside from all theoretical study there are 
practical lessons to be learned. Suppose 
that these lessons should be learned for the 
sake of general culture. Would any young 
girl be a less useful or less ornamental 
member of society if she should voluntarily 
take a course of training at a child’s hos- 
pital or in a day nursery, where more help 
than is at the command of the managers 
is almost invariably needed? Would: it be 
a sacrifice of her ladyhood, of her delicacy, 
were she to yo into the nursery of some 
friend and lend skillful aid in an emer- 
gency of sickness from which not even the 
rich are exempt? Would she be less dear 
to her own family circle if she could ef- 
ficiently assist in the care of young broth- 
ers and sisters? Would she be less popular 
in society or less sought were it known 
that she added to the ordinary acoomplish- 
ments of a young lady the dear and precious 
gift of handling a little infant with deft- 
ness and grace, or could intelligently 
minister to the wants of an ailing child? 

Could any one read the thoughts. of men 
and women who compose the cream of so- 
clety’s upper strata, the discovery. would 
de made that nothing so endears a young 
‘woman to her friends as the posscasion o 
these old fashioned graces. Society may 
admire a girl for her beauty of form or fig- 
ure, for her talent as a musician, for her 
attainments as a linguist, for her knowl- 
edge of the latest figures in dancing, but it 
loves her for her womanly qualities, and 
for these alone.—San Francisco Chronicle. 


Feather Pillows. 

To prepare feathers for pillows take 2 
pounds of quicklime and dissolve it in 2 
gallons of water. Place the feathers in a 
large tub or bath, and when the lime is 
quite dissolved pour thé water over them. 
When the feathers are well saturated with 
water, they will sink and should be al- 
lowed to romain in the tub four or five 
days. At the end of this time put them 
in a sieve so that the water may drain 
away and wash them thoroughly in clean 
water. Spread them out on dry nets to 
dry, shaking and turning them about ev- 
ery now and then. It will be about three 
weeks or a month before they are fit for 
use.

Avoid watering 
so late in the day that the plants will 
not dry before night.

About Top Dressing. 
It used to be thought that much of the 


‘ value of manure left on the surface was 


washed away by rains in winter and 
spring and evaporated during dry weath- 
er in summer. Farmers have learned bet- 
ter now. Except on land which is over- 
flowed and while the soil is frozen there 
is no waste of manure from washing 
away. The rains which fall dissolve 
what is soluble, but they carry this fer- 
tility into the soil, where it is taken up 
by particles of earth. The more thor- 
oughly this is done the greater good 
will the manure do. A dry clod of ma- 
nure buried in the soil in early spring of- 
ten does not receive moisture enough to 
do any good the entire growing season. . 
Leave it over winter on the surface of 
grass land or winter grain and the fer- 
tility in the lump of manure will be 
washed into the soil and thoroughly in- 
corporated with it. Top dressing does 
most good when applied to winter grain. 

It not only helps the grain crop, but it 
insures a good catch of clover, the seed 
germinating under the manure and soon 
getting a strong root hold in the rich 
il beneath it.—American Cultivator.

A Little Easier Tone In the 
Butter Market. 


LED ON TO RUIN. 


Captain Allen Speculated With 
Other People’s Money. 


Alleged That He Has Wrongfally Used 
About 8$200,000—Bondamen and Others 
In 2 Pitiable Plight, 


Higher Prices Expected For Cheese—Eges 
Declining — Poultry Going ‘Slow — The 
Live Stock Markets. 


Boston, Jan. 16.—The butter market 
has an easier tone, There isa gradually 
falling away from the extreme prices of 
last week, and receivers are more disposed 
to meet the views of buyers. The demand 
does not show much improvement, but 
dealers’ stocks are pretty well reduced, 
and an increased trade is expected when 
prices strike a steady basis. 

The Elgin market has declined }¢ cent, 
and Chicago and New York are off \ tol 
cent from a week ago. Receipts are in- 
creasing in the west, and if the weather 
does not take another extremely cold turn 
the make of butter must steadily grow 
larger as the season advances. 

Therefore, it is reasonable to assume 
that there will be no real scarcity, and no 
chance for any more booms. On the other 
hand it is not likely that the supply will 
be any more than enough to meet. tho 
legitimate wants of the trade, and fairly 
good prices may be counted on during the 
winter. 

What is most wanted at present is more 
trade. Buyers who were disposed to 
operate more freely on Monday were in- 
duced to hold off on Tuesday, when tho 
weak reports from the west and New 
York were read, Sofar asour market is 
concerned, there is no reason to concede 
much on prices, but if receivers cannot 
sell their goods, they naturally becomo 
anxious. ‘Trade since Christmas has been 
very light. 

What a few days more will develop no- 
body can tell, but the prevailing opinion 
is that all the really choice butter here: 
will be taken at about 1 cent less than 
last week, and that there is no cause for 
any great uneasiness. Holders of cold 
storage stock are not offering at any con- 
bessions. 

There was some inquiry from exporters 
for fresh imitations, but no large sales. 
The English market does not warrant pur- 
chases here at our full quotations, and 
bids are generally 3 to 5 cents below ask- 
ing rates. In New York there has been 
buying at 14 to 16 cents. 

Our receipts last week were a little 
more in weight than the preceding week 
or the corresponding week last year. Re- 
eipts for the two days this week are levs 
than corrésponding days last year, and in- 
clude 758 tubs on through bills for export 
from Canada. The cold storage stock 
last week was reduced 4310 tubs, and 
stood at 40,810 tubs against, 7, 007 tubs 
same time last year. 4 

Cheese. 

A firmer market in New York and 
Liverpool is reported, and holders here are 
strong in their views, but they are not 
making many sales. For finest fall make 
10% to 11% cents is quoted, and some 
fancy lots are held higher, but buyers 
operate only in a small way. Inactive but 
firm is the condition of the market. 

Holders feel confident that buyers must 

soon begin operations and that present or 
higher prices will be obtained. Most of 
tho receipts are on export bille from Can- 
ada, and the stock here is steadily getting 
smaller. A spurt in England would soon 
lead to more activity here. 


MANCHESTER-BY-THE-SEA, Mass., Jan. 
14.—Captain John Allen, the erstwhile 
leading citizen of this town, whose alleged 
embezzlement of the thousands of dollars 
placed in his trust has étartied the public 
generally as well as here, isin an abso 
lately broken down condition, owing to the 
terrible strain that has been upon him for 
weeks. He denies that his alleged embez- 
zlements are as as has been stated, 
and says he is being done an injustice, 

Three homes have been desolated by the 
shock following the expose of the doing: 
of Captain Allen, and from present indi- 
cations it would appear that one of the 
first steps contemplated by certain of the 
parties involved is the arrest of Captain 
Allen upon a charge of embezzlement. 

From $70,000, the sum of money which 
he is alleged to have misused, it has 
mounted up to the enormous figure of 
over $200,000.. The figures are absolutely 
startling to the people of this place and 
the former friends of Captain Allen, wha 
find it impossible to realize where their 
townsman was able to obtain so much 

Tho most interesting disclosure is the 
manner in which Captain Allen confesset 
to his relatives to have deliberately used 
the money which was placed in his trust 
by his aunt, Mrs. Hannah Allen of Bos 
ton, upon the death of George C. Leach, 
the former trastee, some five or six years 


ago. 

Mrs. Hannah Allen is at the present 
time living in Boston. She is the widow 
of Captain Benjamin L. Allen, a former 
resident of Manchester, who made a snug 
fortune as a mariner and shipowner. 

About Allen’s Money. 

Benjamin L. Allen died a number ol 


fortune amounted to about $30,000. He 
left this money to his wife Hannah, and 
it was placed in the care of President 

George C. Leach of the People’s Nationa! 
bank of Roxbury, who was appointed 
trustee with the full power to act for Mrs. 
Allen. 

Under the careful and skillful manage- 
ment of the president of the People’s Na- 
tional bank the money almost trebled it- 
self, and at the time of his death, in 1889, 
is said to have amounted to almost $90,000. 

Just previous to the death of Mr. Leach, 
Captain Allen had been entrustedzwith the 
trusteeship of the Roberts estates. Mat- 
ters seemed to be coming his way just at 


osen trustee of Mrs. Al- 
den’s property, as successor to Mr. Leach. 
It is learned that as soon as Captain 
Allen became possessed, of his aunt’s 
money he hired a safe deposit vault upon 
Milk street in Boston, in which he im - 
mediately placed his new trust. He made 
frequent visits to the vault from that 
time, and at each visit the sum of money 
in stocks and other securities grew beau- 
tifully less. . 
It was. proven beyond a possibility ot 
doubt n immense amount of 
money given int his .carg fer his aunt in 
189% but a few thousand remained. 

When confronted with the evidence of 
his misdoing, and asked to explain mat- 
ters; Captain Allen admitted that he had 
expended $60,000. of his aunt’s money in 
unlucky speculation. 

This adds $60,000 to the $70,000 more al- 
leged to have been taken, from estates of 
the Roberts children, and it is new fur- 
ther stated that he lost $61,000 more from 
the estate of the Widow Roberts, which 
was also placed in his keeping. This part 
of the story is not absolutely verified. 

Bondsmen’s Bad Plight. 

But little less pitiable than the plight of 
Captain John Allen is that in which tha 
two men who went his bond. When hu 
became trustee for the Roberts estate he 
was required to sign a bond for $110,000. 

Mr. Allen was the trustee for two of 
the children, and Henry C. Batchelder, 
cashier of the Mercantile bank of Salem, 
was trustee for the other two, one boy and 
a girl. 

Nehemiah C. Marshall, a retired furni- 
ture dealer, and a man who is generally 
loved in this community; Samuel 
Knights, another prominent and well-to- 
do citizen, together with the Widow Rob- 
erts, who was then living, went on Cap- 
tain Allen’s bond. 


The egg market cai FE demoral- 
ized. Prices had been easing off for sev- 
eral days, and on Monuny fresh lots were 
sold at 20 to 21 cents. Yesterday the mar- 
ket Opened at 20 cents, but when news 
came from New York that the price was 
down to 17 cents, buyers held off, and 
closing sales were at 18 cents. 

Receipts here were only moderate, and, 
so far as our market is concerned, there is 
no reason for such a rapid decline. Last 
Wednesday the market was firm at 24 to 
W cents, and a drop of 7 to 8 cents in so 
short a time at this season is almost un- 
precedented. The cold storage stock last 
week was reduced 2000 cases, and at tho 
‘close stood at 10,667 cases, against 7011 
cases same time last year. 

Other Produce. 

Beans are firmer, with more inquiry, 
and $1.30 to $1.35 a bushel for choice me- 
diums and marrow peas can be more 
readily obtained. Extra yellow eyes are 
steady at $1.50 to $1.55 a bushel. 

Potatoes continue in liberal receipt and 
prices are unchanged. All other kinds of 
vegetables are quiet and steady. Apples 
in fair demand at unchanged prices. 

The poultry market is not as firm as last 
‘week, and receipts are not selling as well. 
Very few western chickens or turkeys will 
go over 18 cents, and ordinary stock is 
slow at 10 to 18. cents. Fancy eastern 
chickens hold up fairly well.
